In 1874 we rode to the H. M. 
White home in Frazier to gather 
some figs and on our way passed 
through a large band of sheep 
owned by Mr. White. The owner 
of this substantial pioneer home sat 
on his front porch reading, and he 
bade us help ourselves to fruit. 


‘This home, now deserted, was the 


pride of the Tule river in early days 
and Mr. White one of our richest 
men. His name in Spanish, Arroyo 
De Bianco, will rest forever on the 
little stream leading down from his 
home.

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COTTON QUOTA 
REFERENDUM 
NOVEMBER 23 


VISALIA, Nov. 11 — November 
23 has been set as the date for a 
growers’ referendum on marketing 
quotas for the 1966 crop of upland 
cotton, M. L. Rogers, chairman, 
Tulare County Agricultural Stabil- 
ization and Conservation commit- 
tee, has announced. 

The National acreage allotment 
for the 1966 crop has been set at 
16 milliom acres, the smallest per- 
mitted under present law in view 
of the supply-demand situation; a 
national reserve of. 200,000 acres 
has ‘also been announced to take 
care of minimum farm allotments. 
The national marketing quota for 
1966-crop Upland cotton is 15,- 
267,000 bales. 

The chairman pointed out that 


\the pending farm bill, now await- 


ing signature by the President, con- 
tains a number of changes in pro- 
visions of law for Upland cotton. 
While it does not changé the re-
